AC0ENS GROW," 



In the Bummer of 1861 J, 0. Boetly, n 
pioneer resident of Gariboo, arrived nt 
Yiptoria from 'wliat were then known as 
tho;Qno8nelTBiTer,i3igging8.: • He brought 
withiAhim aiibnoklBkin aaok. filled -svitli 
ooar6e''g6'ld. He repreeentod tbe gold to 
lyS'tfiS^prodnBt'^of ft fe'nr'days' mining vitli 
rockers by bulf-n-dozen mou on a stroniu 
thoy bad disoovorod aud uiimcd Autlor 
Creek, bocausn of huviug found n imir of 
cariboo nutlors on itH bank. Everyone 
bore bud been ucoustomod to tho lino or 
flour gold of Fruser Hivor, aud was 
ustonisbod a.t tbe unusual faiza of tho gold 
shown by Mr. Beedy. Tbore wore skep- 
ties 'in ' those- days -as' -well as in these. 
Some doubted that the Bpeoimens came 
from British Oolumbia. Yuba Kivor was 
BuggOHted uH its native placo, and not ti 
few professed to believe that the gold had 
boon imported into the oonutry with tlui 
objocfc of creating' a "rui-b" in tho spring. 
When tbe visitor remarked that ho had 
been:on'the.oreek and saw the Hold dn;; 
liimself, tbe doubters increased in iiuia- 
ber. Aud when lio added that ho had 
hiniHolf worked .S75 out of a single pan of 
dirt, a storm of incredulity broke about 
his dars. The Colonist then, as now, 
foremost in supplying reliable news to its 
re.ders, published tho information under 
staring capitiils. There was asecoud and 
very able paper imblished in Victoria at 
the time. It look up tho popular cry of 
humbug, and riiliuuled Tiiu Colonist, 
Mr. Btody and the Ho-cnllod "liud" in 
tmmeasurcd terms Tho ease of tbe doubt- 
.ers was shortly strou^ thened by the next 
express from tho mines, which reported 
that a man known by tbe enphonious nam 
de jylume of "Dutch Bill" having dis- 
coverad a crook lying a few miles 
distant from Autlor (Jreok, bad nanied 
it in honor of himself and returned 
reporting large prospects. A crowd of 
men, excited by bis report, hail gone 
over to the preok aud, tindiug no dig- 
gings, had .'christened it "Uumbug Creek" 
aud came back disappointed, after seri- 
ously doliberatiug tho advisability of hang- 
ing poor Bill for hoaxing them. Hero 
was a thome for those who wore eoustitu- 
tioually and habitually in tho habit of 
decrying the resources of tho country.

To gazf 
upon tho oak aud measure its trunk with 
the eye, ouo can scarcely realize that 
it Fprang from an insignilioai t 
little acoru. Yet so it is. We are 
told iu tho good book " to despise notttiu 
day of small things." The most stupen- 
dous schemes the fertile mind of man has 
originated had -small beginnings. Watt 
watched tho steam pouring out of the 
kettle-spout until ho couei'ivod tho idi'a 
■of bridling the wastod oowor. Wliilnoy 
'saw tho factory girls dwarliug thoir lignres 
and intellects until his groat mind pro- 
duced Uin .spiNniiig-jonuy. Fulton bor- 
rowed a small engine, made a boiler out 
of stove-pipe iron and propelled the lirr-t 
steamboat, filial Howe got his idea of 
tho sewing macliiou by observin,;; the 
movements of a i'"reiich clock. l''r,inkliu 
drew electricity /rom tho clouds with a 
kite. Newton discovered the laws of gra 
vitation vvitii an apple. Wimmor and 
Mar.-ihall discovered gold in California 
while digijiug a niiil-raco. " Dutch Bill " 
added S38,()0(),0UU to the world's .storo of 
gold by turning over ashovolful of giavol 
at Cariboo. Gomslock with a pick anil 
Bhovol laid bare tho silver treasures of 
Nevada. Horo wo have inventors, philos- 
opOors, mochauica aud miners v,'ho "de- 
npisod not tho day of small things " 
triumphing over ililliciiltios ami dan:,'ers 
wbicL would have appalled ordinary mo:, 
and conferring lasting beiielits oii their fel- 
.lowmen.All things mu.sthavoabegiuning. 
The first book of Genesis tells us tho 
world, oven, had to be croatbd; and uiai) 
may learn a lesson from nature and 
iipidy it to everyday oxperioneo by 
watching the growth of atondor shoot (jr 
Heodling until itatiaius mature pnjpor- 
tioua. Last spring, when wo beard nioii 
bld eabngh to bo wiser laugh at tho ef- 
forts of the Govoruiuent to oj)en and 
prove tlu! quartz led/^es of Cariboo, wo 
were forcibly romiuded of tho sneers, sus- 
picions and insults to which tli(! lirst dis- 
coveries of every good thing iiavo been 
subjected by an incredulous j)iiblic. i'or- 
tunately, all men are not incredulous. 
Thoro are sorao who rejiose oonfidenoo in 
tho j udgment and honesty of their fellows, 
and to such the inventor as well as thti 
discoverer of a mining held have :iot a[)- 
pealed in vuin. Wo do not wi.-ili to 
bo understood as flaying that tho quaitz 
measures oi' Cariboo hold out tho pros- 
pect of great uud sudden wealth to all 
who may invest capital in them. But wo 
sincerely believe that they offer a prolita- 
ple field for tho employment of capital 
and 1 >bor. Jilvory man who lias an in- 
terest iu thi! country i« inlero'ded in tho 
devolopniont of perninnont industries 
amongst us. Every . Provincialiut who 
Jxas a piece of lai^^^^V^usiuoss, u Louse 



and lot, money on bond or mortgago, is 
concerned in the prosperity of tho country. 
If the eouutry should take a start forward 
all will bo benefitted. It booomes, then, 
the duty of all to aid with their mite iu 
tho development of tho chief industrial 
resourco of the country— not to become 
dabblers iu mining stock for tho sako of 
speculation; but to aid in npeuing!it least 
one ledge and convincing capitalists 
abroad that there i;.vo in Britisli Columbia 
deposits of gold aud eilverbearing quartz 
that will pay to work. If nil who ore iu- 
teroslod in tho growth of the Province 
will approach, the euterpriso with this ob- 
ject iu vi(!w there c«n bo littio doubt that 
tlio whole country will soou wear a very 
ditVercnt aspect. Who among us can toll 
how many tall trees may yet spring from 
the little acorns a few enterprising min- 
ors, aided by the Governmont, have plant- 
ed at Cariboo? .

That portion of our correspoutlout's let- 
ter whiuh has roforenco to his travels on 
Uuitod States turritorj would not iutereat 
our readers; bnfc the following paragraph 

is news: — 

"On tbo Otii of Outobor I arrived at 
Fort MoLood wboro thoro ia no "fort." 
Tlio town ia built on a pi'uiusula in Old 
Mau'« river, it coutaius ouo street; tlio 
housoa are few, but the sliauties are nu- 
inerout? and aliabby. Tlio prairie that 
Burrouuds the place is bouuded by the 
horizon, aud the eye suek.s lu vaiu for the 
shai.low of a true. Timlier for fuel ia 
foued in uooka tifty miles from "the fort." 
The population, iucludiug tiio K!""'"'>50Ui 
exceeds four hnudiud; all idlers. How 
they live is a pn?-zlo to mo. There is uo 
sign of cultivation, no sign of industry. 
"Wliiskoy is proliibitod by law, but the 
smugglers manage to laud several car- 
goes of the contraband every year close 
by "the fort." I askod an Amoricau how 
all these people m mugod lo make a liv- 
ing and remain idleV ' Well, stniugcr, 
saidho," they pbiy poker continually, they 
borrow from each other all tlu' year round, 
and ucvor p.ay — never." I did not think 
that a good place for a trading post aud 
80 I moved on, cror>sed the liocky Moun- 
tains and entered British America. The 
tobacco plains are wide enough, and may 
bo cultivated, but there are no settlors and 
a tobacco loaf wua never produced on the 
plains. St. Eugene Mir^aion forty miles 
further on ia a pronporona looking place. 
There is a large Indian village, a very lino 
new Boman Oatbolio Oburoh and a sub- 
stantial house in which the Fathers re- 
side. Both these gontleuion were absent 
on duty when I called, and an Indian 
told me the Brother was siok in bed, and 
so I moved on and camped by a creek 
four miles froni there, and proceeded to 
discharge the duties of cook. AVhile en- 
gfl^dd in this busiuess who should arrive 
'Bnt'tlia'celebrated J. G. Norrjs. He did 
not know me, but I saw him at Ottawa and 
met him in Loudon whoro he appeared as 
the representative of the Dominion, the 
.bearer of an invitation to tbo Triuco cf 
Wa'ei. I invited him to supper; he thank- 
ed me politely and passed on. The next 
'mo^niDg I saw his sbantie, ia miserable 
-fiovel ia a mud hole. "What a change! 
Last year this man was in a palace and 
pov/ in Huch a i)rj.son! I hope I shall 
novor b,e elevated and Jowered in auch fi 
mnnner. The Kooteuay "Custom House" 
is a picture of poverty twolTO feet square 
and i» the residence of tlio collector. Be- 
sido it the Golbrajth homestead ia the only 
farm in the conntry, wejl fenced apd 
well culliv.iied. I'lom Galbj-aith'a to 
• this place the ro is a trjil and on the 
face of the globe there ia not another like 
it, covered with fallen limber. Getting 
out of Kooteuay is like escaping from a 
man trap. The packers who drive mules 
ovor.that trail pay a foarful pricp for whips 
apd Bw'eftr in such a fashion a'' to ohock 
tii^i feelings Pf a savagfj. The cjviliacd 
brute may teach the Indians to drink but 
ho cannot make him swear. This town is 
located on Mill cro'k in a level valley. 
The shade trto.-*, leulless now, are beauti- 
ful in ouuimer and the waters of the creek 
((Ividod into ii hundred little strearas wash 
the streets, irrigatp thp trees, and makes 
itself genera^ y usefu}. I shall buy a lot 
hero and siaek iay fortune where 1 am.

The Gross in the Tar Korth. 

The Right Eev. Bishop Soghers has 
written another interostiug letter from 
Alaska to Eov. Father Jonokau, of this 
city, and it has appeared in tho Catholic 
Sentinel of Portland. We make tho fol- 
lowing extracts. His lordship's descrip- 
tion of Yukon Bivor and tho Indiana of 
the remote corners of Alaska will be found 
very interesting: 

" What a magnifioeut river tho Yukon 
is: hero, at GOO miles from its mouth, it is 
no less than three miles wide; the Frasor 
at New Weshniiiater is an insiguideaut 
oreek compared with tho Yukon at Nula- 
to, ond tho Columbia Eiver at Fort Van- 
couver is thrown into tho shade by the 
Yukon oven at those places at which the 
latter baa its waters divided into branches 
by intervening ialauds. Tho Yukon 8 
length is estimated to bo 2000 miles. Tho 
Yukon flows between two banks of very 
diQ'orout nature and aspect; but its waters 
are bo divided by numerous islands that 
one very seldom enjoys tbo view of both 
banks at a time. On tbo left going up, wo 
had lofty mountains, high blufls, porpon- 
dieular rocks, or generally a steup muddy 
bank constantly worn away by the cur- 
rent aud falling into tho water in lar^o 
bulky piocos with a great splash. On tho 
right we saw nothing but u low, heavily 
timbered marshy country as for as tho 
eye could roach. Nulato has an auoient 
Russian fort, built of throo housoa with 
paliasaJes that give it a square form and 
now oficupied by a liussian who Iraile.s 
for the Alaska Commercial Company. 
Thoro are also two other whites, besides, 
trading with Indians; and I am informed 
that there are two largo Indian villages, 
near tliia Redoubt, one of which we des- 
cry from here; tho other, I do not know 
its location. It is here that tho Kuyou- 
kouk Iniliiins, who live some forty miles 
up the Kuyoukouk River, murdered 
Lieut. IJaruard, an officer of the British 
Navy who was in starch of Hir John 
Franklin, beaidea two Russians and sev- 
eral women and children: a few crosses 
back of the redoubt indicate to the trav- 
eller their mournful fato and their resting 
place. Here then is our centre of aetion; 
from liete wc intend to extend our sphere ; 
and if we succeed bore will probalily be 
the mission of the first losideot Catholic 
Missionary of Alaska. The Nulato In- 
dians appear somewhat more olean and 
intelligent than tho Indians wa have bith- 
orto seen on the Yukon River. Tho Ku- 
youkouk Indians are paid to bo a fiorco, 
savage, iudomit ible race, alwaya breathing 
menace of death to tho white man. This, 
of course, will nut deter us from going 
among them, as ' the last are often found 
to bo tho first." What astonishes me is 
the amount of hardship, sull'eriiig and 
misery traders have to euduro in this 
country for tho sake of tt mporal ^ain. 
Nonne poiero quod Lsti'} and that, not for 
earthly and perishable goods, but for 
goods heavenly and eternal! Assist us 
then with your prayers that our strength 
may be adequate to the task, and that a 
Marge harvest of souls may bo the fruit of 
our difficult sowing. Tho winter ia said 
to set in genorajly in the mouth of Octo- 
ber and lasts until F.aiator; we look for- 
ward for tho cold weather without either 
fear or misgiving. The mosquitoes in 
Alaska are innumerable; their number is 
not legion, but millions ami hundreda v.{ 
thousands of millions. What a pliigue 
they are! Uno is involuntarily raniiiuloil 
of the third plague of Egypt, the celebrat- 
ed sciiiiphes. They unceremoniously drop 
into your c\\a of teji, thpy o'''' uncouth 
en'on'gh to, fiill iQtp 'yonr spoons before 
you take it to your lips; you open your 
mouth either to speak or breathe and half 
a .dojsen of mosiiuitoes sail into your 
throi)t and give ,^ on a fit of cougliing. 
We wrapped ourselves in our blankets 
and having covered ovory inch of our bo- 
dies, wo viotorioualy bade defiance to the 
blood-thirsty ineeotand enjoyed a sound 
sleep until 8 o'clock the following morn- 
ing.

The vestibule, 
staircase and passageways wero profusely 
decorated with flags and beautiful flowers. 
The rooms were magnificent. Everything 
that money could supply aud elegant 
iaste select was there to add to tho beauty 
and iiiiprossiveiu'.ss of the scone. 

There wero Gonorul Gnint and family 
and mombers of the AuH-rican legation 
and consulate and their families, Thoro 
wore no pfiSoial Americans present at the 
dinner! The menu was inscribed on 
fiiuiiU silver tablets, as in tbo case of the 
faaioua dinner given tO Senator Sharon , of 
San Francisco. 

After dinner a grand reception aud ball 
took place, at widch iiOO guosta were pro- 
sent. Among the guests wero tbo Mar- 
cuiia do Liifayc lie, M.M'. de Boobambeau, 
and a great nuuiy otiior titled Frenchmen, 
Tho American colcjny Wiia iurgely rojire- 
Kontoil, and the nniiihor of beautiful wo- 
men was very reinarkabl:-.
